: The Promise Fulfilled 

in the Book of Acts we are given 
eral detailed accounts of a special out- 
uring of the Holy Spirit. It would 
m that part of the promise of Joel 
28 was fulfilled when the Holy Spirit 
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came upon all those assembled at Pentecost 
and they spoke the wonderful works of 
God in various languages. Another similar 
event occurred when the Holy Spirit fell 
upon all of them who heard Peter preach 
the Word at the house of Cornelius and 
they spoke with tongues and magnified 
God (Acts 10: 45-48). A group of new 
Christians in Samaria received the Holy 
Spirit when Peter and John prayed for 
them and laid their hands on them (Acts 
8: 14-17). At Ephesus about 12 men 
received the Holy Spirit after they were 
baptized and Paul had laid his hands on 
them, and they spoke with tongues and 
prophesied (Acts 19: 1-7). These inci- 
dents were proof that God was keeping 
His promise in giving His people a new 
heart and a new spirit. 


The Comforter 


What is the relationship of the Holy 
Spirit to all disciples of Christ? Jesus 
said, “And I will pray the Father and 
he shall give you another Comforter, that 
he may abide with you for ever; even 
the Spirit of truth; whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him not, 
neither knoweth him: but ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you and shall be 
in you” (John 14: 16, 17). Paul also 
taught that all those who are Christ's 
have the Spirit of God dwelling in them. 
“What! know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own?” (1 Cor. 6: 19-20). 

What specifically were the things Jesus 
said that the Holy Spirit would do for 
Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, 
His disciples?

Neither Bond Nor Free

ath Day; that the Sabbath was for Jews 
nly, Yet Jesus declared that the Sabbath 
ras made for man — all men — for 
aeir benefit. The blessings of Sabbath- 
eeping are for the good of the whole 
uman race, If rest was needed in the 
Jrient in the slow-moving life of Bible 
imes, how much more we need it today 
n the rush of the Western world.

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ing legal observance. Such were the scribes 
and Pharisees who, with a long catalog 
of prohibited works, had turned a joyous 
day of rest for the weary into an intoler- 
able day of joyless restraint.

What is our Sabbath in its Godward 
relationship? God rested and “rests’’ in 
communion with man. Man’s rest should 
be communion with God. The Sabbath 
Day should be thought of as a type of 
perfect communion with God which shall 
determine for us what things should and 
should not be done, not only on the 
Sabbath, but on all days. The Sabbath 
is a symbol of the abiding God, and of 
our spiritual rest in Him. God rested in 
contemplation of His work of creation 
and by that rest sanctified the Sabbath. 
In like manner, our Sabbath can be a 
time of contemplation of the week’s work 
done, and in spiritual rest in God, 

It is not enough to keep the Sabbath 
because it is a commandment. How much 
better to think of it as a great gift for 
the highest purposes, and not let it be 
merely a day of absence of work. Instead, 
let it be a day of refreshment of weary 
spirits, a time to rekindle our devotion 
by drawing near to Christ in public and 
private worship. By so doing we shall 
gather spiritual strength to aid us in our

one’s heart is not right, the Sabbath 
will seem just an interruption of our 
plans and a hindrance to material advance. 
Earthly pleasures, material gain should 
be put aside and held lightly in comparison 
with the eternal gains to be won through 
trustful obedience toward God. 


What is our Sabbath in its manward 
relationship? When His disciples were 
accused of Sabbath-breaking when pluck- 
ing grain in the Sabbath, Jesus met their 
accusations by drawing from Old Testa- 
ment illustrations. David and his men 
“broke” the law, eating shewbread when 
hungry. Priests “broke” the Sabbath when 
they circumcized babies and baked shew- 
bread on the Sabbath, yet they were blame- 
less in God’s eyes. In these accounts we 
discover a freedom like our own in the 
heart of the stern Hebrew discipline. 
Indeed the germ of this liberty and mercy 
has ever been in the law. Jesus taught 
that certain circumstances made it right 
to break the Sabbath rules. He and His 
disciples showed that larger obligations 
overruled lesser ones, and that all cere- 
monial observance gives way to human 
need. We must realize that character 
grows rich and life joyful, not by per- 
formance of ordinances with cold sense 
of duty, but by acts of service with the 
warm heart of love. All works of bene-

& God’s Laws 

God's laws are good. Excepting the 
eremonial laws, His statutes have not 
town old or irrelevant.

God’s law is found on the pages of 
lis Word, but has its chief abiding place 
a God’s own heart and mind. The law 
rms part of His nature, and cannot be 
sparated from His person. 

| All His laws are enforced. Plainclothes- 
nen, speed traps, radar, the familiar blue 
imiform, the shining badge of authority, 
ave no place in its enforcement. Con- 
fictions are not found recorded in daily 
pers, but nothing escapes His eye.

infraction is mentally recorded and duly 
noted. 

Approximately one third of Nyasaland’s 
crime is detected by the police. This 
presents a fair record, but does not begin 
to compete with the ever-watchful eye 
of God, which sees and perceives. “The 
Lord is in his holy temple, the Lord’s 
throne is in heaven: his eyes behold, his 
eyelids try, the children of men.” 

Obedience to God’s law is not universal. 
Some obey from the heart; others obey 
for fear of future judgment. Disobedience 
may be due to ignorance or prejudice, 
spiritual blindness, or willful violation. 


“No Law” vs. Legalism 


There is a danger that our topic be 
misunderstood. Though God's laws are 
good, the subject has become distasteful 
and wholly undesirable to many. Ardent 
followers of Christ, basing their beliefs 
on misconstrued passages of the Apostle 
Paul, have sometimes declared there is 
no law. Fortunately, their position today 
is probably not as strong as it once was. 
Antinomianism, as it is called, is false. 
There is a law. Christ and Paul both 
acknowledge this. 

On the other hand, law not rightfully 
understood “gendereth to bondage” (Gal. 
4; 24). It is certainly not the ideal of 
the writer to lay aside the freedom and 
blessing which Christ has made ours. 
Whereas the antinomian has gone too 
far to the left, the legalist has certainly 
gone too far to the right. The Sabbath 
has been presented as a legal yoke of 
bondage; consequently, it has been spurned 
by many who have come to know the 
riches of God’s grace. Their rejection is 
no wonder, however unfortunate it is. 
The letter of the law has passed, but 
the spirit abides, This is what Christ 
meant when He said that He had come 
not to destroy the law, but rather to 
fulfill it.

Christ today is able to transplant His 
law from those ancient tables of stone, 
to the fleshly tables of our hearts. This 
He has done for many. Seventh Day Bap- 
tists believe that this law includes the 
Sabbath. Properly observed, the Sabbath 
is a spiritual blessing which was never 
abrogated by the fiat of God. It has a 
rightful place in heart and mind along 
with love for God and man, and other 
commandments generally accepted. 

True, the psalmist lived in a dispensa- 
tion which has been characterized as legal, 
still he sought the Lord with his heart, 
not merely out of harsh obedience to 
any written or unwritten law. Listen to 
some of his sublime utterances: “The law 
of the Lord is perfect, converting the 
soul: the testimony of the Lord is sure, 
making wise the simple. The statutes of 
the Lord are right, rejoicing the heart: 
the commandment of the Lord is pure, 
enlightening the eyes.” ‘“O how I love 
thy law! It is my meditation all the day.” 
“The law of thy mouth is better unto 
me than thousands of gold and silver.” 

Solomon in his wisdom wrote, “Keep 
my commandments, and live; and my law 
as the apple of thine eye. Bind them 
upon thy fingers, write them upon the 
table of thine heart.” 

Jeremiah, speaking of a new covenant, 
gives the words of the Lord, “After those 
days I will put my law in their inward 
parts, and write it in their hearts: and 
will be their God, and they shall be my 
people.’ Ezekiel said basically the same

In great need of both physical and spiritual 
surgery, this man Nakaninga (injured in a 
village beer brawl), can find both at Makapwa 
Mission. 


Modern man needs no reminder of 
the rapid progress of medical science 
today, as new and marvelous discoveries 
are made every day. Take heart surgery, 
for example. 

Not so many years ago, surgeons devel- 
oped the technique of aortic transplanta- 
tion. An aorta (main trunk artery) hard- 
ened by arteriosclerosis sometimes literally 
splits its seams and begins to swell up 
with blood in its walls. Of course this 
causes the person considerable distress and 
endangers his life. From the body of 
some deceased who willed his body for 
medical purposes, a soft, pliable aorta 
has been removed and waits in an “artery 
bank” for future use. Surgeons may remove 
that swollen, hardened, “stony” aorta and 
replace it with the soft, pliable ‘fleshy’ 
aorta from the artery bank, adding years 
to the patient’s life. 

More recently, surgeons have developed 
techniques for entering the heart itself 
in patients suffering from faulty valves. 
Packing the anesthetized patient in ice to 
reduce body temperature and metabolism, 
they shunt the circulating blood through 
artificial heart and lungs. Then they can 
open the heart to correct the defects in 
the valves. Modern day surgical marvels 


indeed!

Our Staff 


Our native workers also need a change 
of heart and a maturing of their faith 
and Christian life. We have a duty to 
help them in this through example and 
guidance. For they, to a much greater 
extent than we, have an intimate, pro- 
longed contact with the patients as they 
work with them in the wards and treat- 
ment rooms. They are of the same culture 
and language; they know the customs and 
problems of the patients. To them then 
is the opportunity given to present a 
witness that will be effective in turning 
the hearts of the patients to the Lord for 
transformation. It may be their privilege 
to pray with a patient tense and anxious 
about having surgery, to assure him of 
the trust of all of us in the Father's 
guidance, or to show God's care by giving 
some unexpected kindness. It may be that 
the patient will listen to the Bible read, 
or accept and read for himself parts of 
the Scripture. 

How much then our staff members need 
the soft, warm heart of compassion that 
Christ can give, that their acts of kind- 
ness may work a softening of hard hearts.

Daily we watched the terrible progress

se and down into the cheek. I don’t 
ow how many pictures I drew for 
mn during those days, or how many 
sses of chocolate milk I fed him while 
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he sat on my lap. I don’t know how many 
times the dressers and other patients 
stopped to express their sympathy to the 
heartbroken parents. Nor do I know how 
many times we witnessed to them of the 
love of Christ, always receiving the same 
answer, “We are not Christians.’ 

Each day he grew weaker. The swelling 
pushed outward until his poor little fore- 
head was about one and a half inches in 
front of where it should have been. 
And though we could not see it, it spread 
inward, inward, causing frequent hemor- 
rhages. 

One afternoon after a particularly severe 
hemorrhage, I knew that the end was 
near, With one of the dressers I again 
told Ciposi of the love of God for little 
boys like him, and about heaven and 
that Jesus had made it possible for even 
sick little boys to go there. He made no 
reply, but what would you expect of a 
child whose parents never knew, and so 
never told him about the Gospel — a 
little boy who had no pastor or Sabbath 
School teacher to tell him? But even 
so, it seemed to me that perhaps a faint 
flicker of peaceful understanding did cross 
his little face just then. I pray so. What 
a comfort it is at such a time to know that 
the Holy Spirit can do, even near death, 
the thing that we in our striving have 
failed to do. 


Finally the terrible work was done. That 
night as I sat on the window sill in his 
room there was a sickening silence. Then 
I heard the mother say to the father, 
“Alibe moyo (There is no life).” 


In the morning, Pastor Kawere had a 
service at the hospital. Then we went 
to the graveyard down among the blue 
gums. The next day as the parents left 
to return to their home they could hardly 
speak. But they spoke with their eyes 
and the way they clasped my hand. To 
our knowledge they still had not accepted 
Christ. But there was no longer the 
stony silence or suspicious stares that had 
been such a part of the mother’s attitude. 
As they left, the sorrow of my heart 
was lessened as I thought of the precious 
comfort found in the words of Isaiah 
55: 10, 11: 

“For as the rain cometh down, and the 

snow from heaven, and returneth not 
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thither, but watereth the earth, and 
maketh it bring forth and bud, that 
it may give seed to the sower and bread 
to the eater; so shall my word be that 
goeth forth out of my mouth: it shall 
not return to me void, but it shall 
accomplish that which I please; and it 
shall prosper in the thing whereto I 
sent it.” 


Christ Our Example 


It is my feeling that we, as Christian 
medical workers, should look always to 
Christ as our example. I was very upset 
when I first arrived here because I felt 
that I was getting to do so very little 
“real missionary work.”’ I was referring, 
of course, to evangelism. If it were a 
matter of just nursing I could have re- 
mained at home with my loved ones, 
and have done it there, but here I was 
8,000 miles and a wide ocean away, doing 
what? More nursing! How I rebelled! 
Now I can see that doing things for 
people makes them ever so much more 
responsive to the Gospel. And isn’t that 
exactly what Christ would teach us? 


Let us look at the case of the leper 
described in the eighth chapter of Matthew. 
He came to Jesus in his need. Jesus’ first 
act was to put forth His hand to touch 
the man, and he was healed.
